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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-32, drawn to a method of fluid loss control, classified in class 
175, subclass 72. 

II. Claims 33-46, drawn to a fluid loss treatment composition, classified in 
class 507, subclass 111.. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of use. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Craig Roddy on 7/28/05 a provisional 
election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of group I, claims 1-32. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. 
Claims 33-46 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 

CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 

Specification 

8. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the term "the present 
invention" is stated in lines 1, 2, and 4. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

9. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

1 0. Claims 6 and 28 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claims 6 and 28 recite "Newberyite" and "Struvite" in line 2. It is unclear whether 

the terms are tradenames or common names for compounds (which should be lower 
cased). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

12. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 contains the trademark/trade name CERAMICRETE. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a 
particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 
1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is 
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used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or 
trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe 
ceramic particulate bridging agents and, accordingly, the identification/description is 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

13. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

14. Claims 1-5, 7, 9-15, 18-27, and 29-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Todd'263 (cited by applicant). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 
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Todd'263 discloses a method that includes a method of providing fluid loss 
control from a first location to a second location comprising the steps of: providing a 
treatment fluid comprising ceramic particulate bridging agents, a modified starch 
composition, and a base fluid; introducing the treatment fluid to the first location; and 
allowing the treatment fluid to form a filter cake to prevent fluid loss from the first 
location to the second location. With respect to depending claims 2-5, 7, 9-15, and 18- 
25, the reference teaches the limitations as claimed. With respect to claim 26, the 
reference discloses a method of bridging an opening in a wellbore comprising the steps 
of: providing a treatment fluid comprising ceramic particulate bridging agents, a modified 
starch composition, and a base fluid; placing the treatment fluid in the wellbore; and 
allowing the treatment fluid to bridge the opening in the wellbore by forming a filter cake 
substantially adjacent to the opening. With respect to depending claims 27 and 29-32, 
the reference teaches the limitations as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 5. Claims 6, 16, 17, and 28 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Further, claims 6 and 28 must 
address the objection made in paragraph 10 above. 
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Conclusion 

1 6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Parlar et al. teaches a method for completing wells that includes 
injecting a clean-up fluid to remove filter-cake comprising bridging materials and other 
solids.
